APPROACH CLIMAX 
IN CHINESE REBELLION. 


— 

[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 14.—It would 
appear as though the situation in 
China has about reached a climax. 
The thoughtful and well-informed 
men on both sides are anxious for 
a settlement. The extremists and the 
ignorant masses are willing, even 
anxious, to continue the struggle for 
supremacy, though it may spell ruin, 
disruption and wholesale slaughter, 
which appear inevitable unless con- 
siderable concessions are made by 
both parties. 

All eyes now are turned on Peking. 
where Yuan Shi Kai doubtless will 
endeavor to demonstrate to the 
court the danger which threatens it. 
Meanwhile, provincial governments 
have organized and will soon begin 
to give evidence of divergent opinion, 
which, it is feared, it will be impos- 
sible to reconcile. 

Throughout the newly-reconstruct- 
ed provinces, business is being carried 
on spasmodically, but the tension is 
increasing as the scarcity of food 
and money ts felt in the entire south- 
ern section, and particularly in Shang- 
hai, where it is estimated the popula- 
tion has increased by 200,000 in the 
last week. 

This is regarded as one of the most 
dangerous features of the situation. 
Uniess the self-restraint of the mob 
is greater than is believed, the con- 
tinued absence of organized govern- 


ment cannot fail to result disastrously.

Governor's Pardon Alone 
Can Save Beattic. 


Supreme Court Refuscs to 
Grant Appeal. 


Retains Nerve as Day of Exe- 
cCution Approaches. 


(RY A. P. NIGHT WIRS TO THE TIMES.) 

RICHMOND (Va.) Nov. 13.—By 
refusing today to grant an appeal 
in the case of Henry Clay Beattie, 
Jr., convicted in Chesterfield county. 
September 8. of the murder of his 
wife, the Virginia Supreme Court 
takes away from the condemned man 
his last hope of escaping execution on 
November 24, unless Gov. Mann 
should interfere. 

While declining tonight to comment 
on the court's ruling, Gov. Mann an- 
nounced he would © a statement 
tomorrow after a conference with 
Beattie's lawyefs, who still are fight- 
ing desperately in his behalf. There 
is a bare possibility that the Gov- 
ernor will grant a brief respite. 

Contrary to the expectation of law- 
yers generally, the Supreme Court 
mec no written opinion giving its 
reason for refusing an appeal. In 
the presence of the entire court, 
Chief Justice James Keith made this 
official statement to the clerk: 

“In the Beattie case, the court, 
being of opinion that the judgment 
lof the lower court is plainiy right, 
doth refuse the petition for & writ of 
error.“ Seventeen bills of exceptions 
were filed with the higher court by 

‘s counsel. 

Early this afternoon H. C. Beattie, 
Sr., went to the penite nd was 
escorted to the death chamber, where, 
in @ faltering voice, he told hie son 
of the court's action.

NVALUABLE 


CASTS BEING MADE FROM NEW 


Tell of Events that Occurred 
Three Hundred Years Ago, 85 
Well as of Several Later Periods. 
On Top of the Rock Are Tue 
Pucblo Ruins. 


[Washington Star:] Casts of more 
than twenty inscriptions taken from 
the face of Inscription Rock in West- 
ern New Mexico are being prepared 
at the National Museum as the re- 
sult of a recent trip made by F. W. 
Hodge, ethnologist in charge of the 
bureau of American ethnology of the 
Smithsonian Institution, The expedi- 
tion, conducted under the joint aus- 
pices of the bureau and the School 
of American Archeology at Santa Fe, 
was undertaken for the purpose of se- 
curing authentic and accurate copies 
of the now almost invaluable inscrip- 
tions for permanent preservation. The 
rock, set aside as a national monu- 
ment by presidential proclamation a 
few years ago, is being etaced by 
Visitors, who, inscribing their own 
names, are constantly endangering the 
inscriptions of real worth, and as a 
measure of precaution the casts were 
taken to insure perfect copies of the 
inscriptions. 

Inscription Rock is ten miles in a 
straight line from the nearest settle- 
ment. it is famillarily known in New 
Mexico as “El Morro,” or the castle, 
on account of its fantastic Hape. 
Stretching over more than a mile, it 
— two or three hundred feet in 


of the sandstone that its fantastic | 
form and name arose. In the early | 
days a small spring existed at the 
rock which made it an ideal site for 
camping, and this fact is the chief 
Cause of its serving as a book where- 
in the explorers of the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries wrote of 
their doings. 

The earliest 
placed there in 1606, 
Spanish. It was Juan de Onate, the 
colonizer of New Mexico and the 
founder of Santa Fe, who first traced 
on the smooth surface of “the castle“ 
a scrawling chronicle of what he had 
done. The inscription tells of Onate 
having visited the rock on his return 
from the discovery of the South Sea, 
in April, 1606. The “South, Sea” in 
those days meant the Pacific Ocean, 
while what Onate had in reality dis- | 
covered was the head of the Gulf of 
California. | 

Next in importance to the inscrip- 
tion carved by Onate is the one placed 
there by Don Diego de Vargas. This 
tells of his visit to New Mexico for 
the purpose of conquering it for the 
royal crown of Spain, at his own cost, 
in the year 1692. This inscription 
bears proof of part of the early his- 
tory of that portion of the country. 
The Pueblo Indians rebelled against 
the Spanish settlers in 1680, killing 
a considerable number of missionartes 
and colonists, and driving the re- 
mainder from New Mexico. The Pu- 
eblos then remained independent for 
twelve years, during which time the 
Zunis, who lived thirty-five miles to 
the west of Inscription Rock, resided 
on Thunder Mountain, an impreg- 
nable stronghold, to which they had 
retired after the Spaniards were killed 
or driven out.. At the end of the 
twelve years Don Diego de Vargas 
went to New Mexico with a considér- 
able force, for the purpose, as he in- 
scribed on the rock, of reconquering 
that province at his personal expense. 
He was most successful in this ex- 
ploit, but at great cost to the Indians 
in lives and property. 

In order to secure copies of the in- 
scriptions impressions had to be tak- 
en. These in turn will be used as the 
foundation for the plaster casts, which 
will be exact reproductions of the sur- 
face of the rock. 

“The process by which the impres- 
sions were obtained,” said Mr. Hodge,

Is it remotely possible that the principles 
of socialism would or could be applied suc- 
cessfully to the. building of such a ship? 

It is true that capitalists as a rule, make 
all the profitg they can from the labor of 
the workers. It is also true that workers 
as a rule exact from capitalists all they 
can obtain. Capitalists combine in indus- 
trial trusts to ephance their profits. Work- 
ers combine in labor unions to increase 
their wages. In pursuit of their purpose 
both resort occasionally to unlawful meth- 
ods. Capitalists exclude competition by 
driving smaller capitalists from the field. 
Workers exclude competition by the use of 
the closed shop, and by strikes, picketing, 
boycotting and, in some instances—dyna- 
raftin 

— freedom and strict enforcement 
of law are the remedies for all these evils. 
The methods of socialism can never rem- 
edy them. Socialism proceeds upon the 
theory that most men are altruistic in their 


that way. Most men, whether Socialists or 
capitalists, are governed by the selfishness 
which eighteen centuries of the teachings 
of Christ have failed to banish from the 
conduct of human affairs. 

Public opinion in many communities is 
trending more or less in the direction of so- 
cialism, but “a statesman should follow pub- 
lic opinion as a coachman follows his 
horses; ‘having firm hold on the reins and 
guiding them.” To yield to the Socialists’ 
control of public affairs would be “to break 
ope the locks and bring in the crows to 
peck the eagles.”

SECOND BASE IS KEYSTONE 


HICAGO, Nov. 10.—Any discussion 

of the relative difficulty of play- 

ing the infield positions which 
fails to take into account second base 
is incomplete. That task is so im- 
portant in team play that it has come 
to be designated as the “keystone” of 
the infield. By comparison with third 
base its demands are mental, rather 
than physical. 

As @ rule, the second baseman can 
take more time in fielding ground 
balls, can play deeper and judge 
bounders more accurately than either 
the third baseman or the shortstop. 
The throw to first is shorter and even 
a bad fumble is not fatal unless the 
base-runner is a speed marvel. 

Even when the keystone sacker is 
compelled to go back of second base 
for a ground hit he has a shorter 
throw to make than the shortstop or 
third baseman has when either of 
them goes to his right after a ball.

MILE IN A DAY.

FRENCH .CAPITAL ASSISTS THE 
KANSAS CITY AND ORIENT. 


“We are laying track from San An- 
gelo, Tex., to a connection with our 
line in Mexico at the rate of a mile a} 
day,” KR. H. Shaufier of Kansas 
City, freight trale manager of the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Rail-| 
road, yesterday. 

“Recently $5,000,000 of French cap- 
ital was secured, which win be used 
in completing the linc to Mexico and 
will go a good way toward closing up 
the gap between the line in Central 
Mexico’ and the line extending north- 
easterly from our Pacific Coast harbor 
at Topolobampo, on the west coast of 
Mexico. 

“We are now operating 510 miles 
between Wichita, Kan., and San An- 
gelo, Tex., which has proved to be a 
good freight producing territory. The 
territory tapped by our line will mar- 
ket 100,000 bales of cotton, and the 
extension southward from San Angelo 
is tapping a wonderfully rich and 
productive cattle, sheep and agricul- 
‘tural country. When the road is 
completed from Kansas City to Topo- 
lobampo the Orient Reliroad will have 
the short line between the Pacific 
Coast and the Missouri River. The 
road will practically save the distance 
between Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco and Salt Lake, ag Topolobampo 
is immediately south of Salt Lake.” 

A. E. Stilwell, president of the 
Orient Raliroad, concejved the idea of 
building his railroad without the aid 
of Wall street, and so far has suc- 
ceeded in building more than half of 
the proposed line by subscriptions 
from individuals tn the United States 
and abroad, the bulk of the money 
coming from across the water.

FARMERS’ BULLETIN. 


Draws Attention to Tuberculosis 
Among Cattle and Advises Clean, 
Airy, Well-lighted 
Farmers’ Bulietin No. 473, issued by. 
the Department of Ariculture, deals 
with bovine tuberculosis and it is o 
of the most important and comprehen- 
sive statements on the subjcct that 
has emanated from this source. 
Tuberculosis is a wide-spread dis- 
ease affeciing animals as well as 
man. It spreads from cow to cow 
and is common among hogs. The 
losses among cattle and hogs inspected 
amounts to millions of dollars annua!- 
ly. Milk taken from a tuberculosis 
cow will be found to contain millions 
of living tubercle germs. The Bulle- 
tin states that “young children fed on 
such milk often contract the disease. 
end it is a frequent cause of death 
among them.” 
Meat from tuberculosis cattle is not 
ao likely to convey the infection. as 
cooking destroys the germs and fre- 
quentiy the meat does not contain 
them. The remedy among farmers is 
to maintain sanitary conditions The 
stables should be clean, airy, wel- 
lighted. Light is important. Sunlight 
is a great destroyer of germ life.

City, the capital of the southern half 
ef the Moroccan kingdom, is a far 
more interesting city than Fez. Ar- 
chitecturally its monuments, including 
the famous Kutubia tower, the coun-

EXETER, Noy.12.—Fifty thousand 
pounds of Turkish tobacco, fully 
equal to the very finest oriental, was 
raised in this section and in the dis- 
trict ahout Orosi this year and this 
week the crop was sold to agents of 
an eastern cigarette house at prices 
varying from 45 cents to 60 cents 
per pound, according to the care used 


Three years ago the first experi- 
ments were begun in the culture of 
the Turkish leaf and each year since 
has seen a large increase in the 
acreage. At the present time the ex- 
tent of the Industry is limited only 
by the labor which can be secured, 
the proper care of the plants requiring 
peculiar experience.
